senate the senators were speaking to 
somebody else. Bemarks in the sen- 
ate were addressed to the senate, 
therefore it he were to say,he wished 
to address the senate'on a subject 
which could in aay way tie considered 
by the senate, it would be an open ad* 
mission that he was using his place in 
the senate, as he woulil the hustings, 
to speak to the people.

ment on him. Hu entreaties finally 
prevailed and last November prepara- 
tions began by freezing the middle finger 
of the left hand, removing theimil and 
destroying its matrix with nitric acid so 
that no nail would grow again. 


Two flaps were rawed iron the surface 


of tliisnauleas finger end, at the time, 
the patient being under the influence of 
an anesthetic, and were stitched to flaps 
raised from the face, the end of the fin- 
ger being placed in a |«>clet mtule iu tho 
Sin where the none had ttct-a. The 
whole waa then kept iu plaer fa> piaster 
of pswis bandages, the patient -being ak» 
kept under the influence uf morphine. 
The extemporized aese is already knit- 
ting into plaoe, and the digital arteries 
having beVrTtij up, fte finger is to be 
aaaputated at tbe middle joint, aud the 
wonderful new »os» will be enmpletc.
